With this Mr. Bergin assured us that Rohm A Haas not only had no 
nnections whatsoever with the Nazis, but had been investigated by the 
I and given a "clean bill of health." 

So amazed were we by Mr. Bergin's strange conduct that we decided 
find out more about Rohm A Haas, After two months of intensive invests- 
tion this is what we have learned. 

Forty years ago two Germans, the late Otto Rohm and Otto Haas formed 

partnership to manufacture a synthetic dog manure necessary in the tan- 

ng industry. Soon they set up a branch in Philadelphia. Haas became a

From the beginning the company was a "closed corporation", owned 

by its officers andjdirectors. And from the beginning it was unusually 

>cretlve. None of the standard industrial directories listed its 

officers and directors. Otto Haas is mentioned in Chemical Who's Who, 

bit a notation reads, "Could not be verified". One government official 

ild the company deserved a leather medal for secrecy. 

Perhaps it is just the disposition of the officers that leads the 

company and its affiliates, the Chas. Lennlg Co. and the Resinous Prod-

t all 400 patents, chiefly German, are assigned to the various Rohm & 
iO®P§ni®s in the U.S, About 90% followed the advent of Hitler. Six 
ago they made an "arrangement" with Rohm & Haas A.G., the German cor- 
on, to "pool" their patents. Since then they have paid royalties to 
<rman outfit. Mr. Kelton admits the Hitler government approve^thia deal, 
jhile he at first Insisted there were no German connections "at all", 
lton also got around to admitting the existence of secret licensing 
ments, sanctioned by the Hitler government, as a result of which more 
soney reaches Nazi hands.

It is no answer to say, se does Mr. Kelton, that no valuable mili- 
■ information reaches the Nazis from such American corporations, which 
unquestionably personna grata to the Nazi hierarchy. Perhaps none does, 
laybe the amounts of royalties don’t reveal how much we make of strategic 
products. But the fact remains that the Nazis are exacting tribute on our 
nat .onsl-defense program. This subverts the program and makes it a means of 
helping Hitler. 

The Rohm & Haas companies are not alone in this compromised p&sltlon. 

Dozens of American corporations, some much larger, keep them company. 

Something must be done about it. 

CLICK hopes the government will find a solution.
